The cheating scandal at West Point was 


simply the latest in a series of shocking de­ 


velopments within and without the govern­ 


ment. 
In the academny case, some of the 


cadets said that such practices had been go­ 


ing on for a considerable period of time, and 


that men had been graduated and commis­ 


sioned who had been guilty of them. 
It is 


noteworthy that most of the members of 


West Point’s big time football team were in­ 


volved. 
West 
Point 
has 
extremely 
high 


academic standards, and large numbers of 


cadets who are unable to meet them ar® 


dropped each year. 
The football players, 


apparently, had to vrdote so much of their 


time and enerqy to practicing and traveling 


that they couldn't properly cope with their 


studies. 
So the system of cribbing was de­ 


veloped and, it seems, rather widely accepted 


within the corps, despite the fact that it was 


c clear and flagrant violation of on honor 


code which has existed since the school was 


founded during the Monroe administration. 


Prior to this, the nation was treated to the 


revelations concerning the bribing of key 


players on some leading college basketball 


teams by professional gamblers 
The players 


concerned either deliberately threw games, 


or sow to it that the winning margin was re- 


stncted to a certain number of points 
The 


gamblers thus had a sure thing and cleaned 


up on it. 


W e have recently witnessed the dramatic 


Kefauver investigation of organized gam­ 


bling, 
It brought to light an amazing amount 


of state and municipal officio^ corruption 


In 
instance after 
distance, 
police 
chiefs, 


sheriffs and other influential officials worked 


hand-in-hand with the gamblers and received 


handsome payments for their services. 


At about the same time the Fulbnght com­ 


mittee looked into the moral standards of 


certain federal officers, including men close 


to the white house. 
Apparently nothing ac­ 


tually criminal was unearthed. 
However, to 


say the least, some extremely questionable 


practices and associations were discovered. 


Some men in public positions of responsibility 


and power seemed to think it was quite all 


ngty to exchange official favors for 
gifts 


from people who were interested in govern­ 


ment contracts, RFC loans and so on. 
W ith 


few exceptions, the officials involved still 


have their jobs. 


Not to long ago the newspapers were full 


of activities of the five percenters— the men 


who, because of real or alleged connection 


with lop Washington offiCiuls, obtained gov 


eminent contracts for a fee. 
This practice is 


supposed to have been outlawed 
But it is 


widely believed thot some of the five per­ 


centers are still doing business at tlie same 


old stand. 


W hat makes all this particularly important 


is that, in the view of many thoughtful people, 


it indicates a terrible decline in the moral 


fiber of the nation. 
There have always been 


scandals— they 
destroyed 
two administra­ 


tions, those of Grant and Harding. 
There 


hos always been corruption, graft, bribery, 


cheating, dubious practices. 
But rarely if 


e\er have the been seen on so wide a scole 
ai in very recent times 
And never, so far as 


anyone can see, have they been accepted with 


so much equanimity, so little interest or in­ 


dignation, by the public at large. 
The wave 


of public revulsion and anger that followed 


the disclosures of the scandals of the Harding 


administration, for example, has not been 


duplicated to even o small degree rn any of 


the recent scandals 


So the big question is this 
Have we, as 


c people, reached a point of moral synicism 


v here we regard graft and sharp practices 


m and out of government as inevitable and of 


relatively small importance^

Economic Progress of Last IO Years 


There has been almost ax much 
economic progress in Texas during 
the last IO year* as in all preced­ 
ing history, according to data in 
the 1952-53 edition of the Texas 
Almanac, 
which 
has 
just 
been 
issued 
by The 
Dallas 
Morning 
News. 


Highest percentage of gain was 
scored by the manufacturing In­ 
dustry, which more than doubled 
during the last derade, as meas­ 
ured in employment and volume 
of physical production. 
The num­ 
ber working in Texas manufactur­ 
ing plants increased from 163,978 
in April, 1949, to 449.8<H) in June, 
1951. 
All classifies! ions of 
in­ 
dustry showed gains, but especial­ 
ly notable were developments of 
the chemical, aviation, and iron 
and steel industries. 
Retail stores of the state now’ 
do 
approximately 
seven 
billion 
dollars of busine* sannuallv 
as 
compared with $1,803,716,000 in 
1939. 
This leaves a wide marg n 
of increase in turn-over of goods 
after allowing for price inflation. 
These changes have been accom­ 
panied by an increase of 20.2 pin 
rent in the total population from 
1940 to 1950, and with an increase 
of 66.2 per cent in urban popula­ 
tion.

desires we might have to let tho 
rest of the world attend to its own 
affair’s, we are so dependent on 
the other nations for so much of 
our raw mater ials, we must have 
the world for our family. 
“ We are just whistling in tin- 
dark when we say that the two 
oreaps that 
hound America are 
our protection. 
Modern science 
and warfare could certainly do­ 
st roy our nation in short- order 
ii we become smug in our relations 
with the rest of the world,’* the 
Congressman pointed out 
“ W e pride ourselves on toiling 
tire inst o! the world how many 
bathtubs, autos, telephones and 
miles of railways and highways 
we have,” he paid, “ hill little do 
most of us realize that that 75 
per cent 
o! 
the raw materials 
needed 
in our national defense 
program are imported.” 
For example, Burleson declared 
thai 500 pounds of nickel and 1,099 
pounds ol chromium are needed to 
manufacture one American tank, 
and practically every pound used 
in this country is imported.

Penny Post Cs rd Hays Ire K^mbered, 
And Other Postal Costs to Be Increased 


The days of penny post cards 
in Hamlin and the rest of the 
nation looked this week like they 
are numbered. 
And other postage 
rates and costs are in for jumps, 
too. 


A bill to abolish the penny post 
card and 
to raise postal rates 
$117,000,000 a year was signed 
Tuesday by President Truman. 


Beginning January I post cards 
w ill cost two cents. 


Tho new law does not change 
the three-cent rate for ordinary 
first class letters or affect exist 
Intr air mail ratos. 
It authorizes 
these increases, however: 


A lf* per conf boost in second 
class mailing charges for news­ 
papers and magazines, effective 
ne\i April I. 
The rate w ill jump 
another IO per cent April I, 1953, 
and IO per cent Apt ti I, 1954, for 
a total increase of 30 per Cent.
